capitalist revolution. Harcourt, $3. Tenta- 
tive date October 15. 


A study of the modern corporation as a politi- 
cal institution forced to operate within the 
framework of a democratic society. The au- 
thor first looks at the corporation in relation 
to power, property, and the state; he next 
describes the checks that public opinion im- 


> poses upon it in the form of law. He then 


surveys the corporation in its international 
relationships, concluding that they are, on the 
whole, constructive. He predicts that the 
American corporation will weather the politi- 
cal storms of the next half century, if it 
develops a social conscience and creates a 
desirable community around it. Although the 
author can claim a long and distinguished 
background in corporation law, he avoids spe- 
cial pleading in this objective and ethically 
sensitive book for the intelligent lay reader. 


Cochran, Jacqueline. The stars at noon.

An informal autobiography of the well-known 
aviatrix, from her first memories of a poverty- 
stricken Florida childhood in the care of foster 
parents, to her later self-assured position as 
the organizer and director of the Women’s 
Airforce Service Pilots, established in World 
War II to release male pilots for military

traveler, Although her book is a loosely

Adventures in the Arctic which the author has 
touched upon in earlier books are related 
here in detail. When the expedition with 
which he had come left Greenland, Freuchen 
ined behind with his Eskimo wife, living 
in most respects like the Eskimos, and learn- 


/ ine to appreciate their culture and values as

instruments of survival in a rigorous environ- 
ment. Many of the adventures narrated here 
occurred when Freuchen undertook to act as 
guide to a group of stranded whalers; others 
are the nightmare stories the whalers told 
him of their past lives, and still others are 
experiences related by Eskimos, showing why 
the white man in the Arctic is regarded with 
mingled respect and scorn, depending on the 
degree to which he is as humble a learner 
and leader as Freuchen.

The rector of a Sussex village parish rem- 
inisces on how the rationalist beliefs of the 
local squire, who renounced the church, 
affected the lives of his two daughters. The 
older girl, who married for convenience and 
left her husband to live with the man she 
loved, found comfort and satisfaction only 
after turning to the Roman Catholic Church 
and entering a convent. Her younger sister, 
after dabbling in spiritualism, and trying reli- 
gion too late for it to take effect, centered her 
interests in a moderately satisfactory marriage. 
Too late, their father discovered that the 
intellectual concepts which guided him had 
not offered the security of a more personal 
religion to his daughters. A quietly reflective 
novel set in the author’s favorite locale in 
England around the turn of the century.

On December 19, 1944, when eight American 
soldiers in France agreed to a reunion eight 
years hence, it seemed like a comforting 
assumption of survival in the midst of gunfire. 
The appointed day arrives, however, as the 
story opens, and the author indicates by a 
rather confusing series of flashbacks, with 
what mixed feelings not only the eight men, 
but also wives, girl-friends, and even some 
parents, are anticipating the event which is to 
be held at the home of a New York lawyer, 
Jason Merrick, former Captain of the outfit. 
Suspense is built and sustained very effec- 
tively in a story which is entertaining in spite 
of considerable drinking and preoccupation 
with sex.

In order to help a wider audience than his 
own parishioners to make sense out of life 
without falsifying issues or ignoring significant 
parts of the problem, this Episcopalian rector 
here states his convictions on the purpose of 
religion and the practical applications of the 
Christian faith.

A former Presbyterian missionary, still ac- 
tively associated with missions, calls attention 
to the change in outlook since World War I. 
Throughout the preceding great century of 
missionary activity, the emphasis was on 
“foreign missions,” a phrase that signified the | 
bestowal of Christianity and Western civiliza- 
tion on the rest of the world; today the em- 
phasis is on the “world mission of the church,” 
which recognizes the equal need for evange- 
lism at home. A large part of this discussion 
is devoted to the growth, organization, and 
significance of the Younger (native) Churches 
of the non-Western world, the interaction be- 
tween them and the cultures in which they 
function, and the effect of their existence on 
traditional forms of missionary work.

Ford, Alan W. The Anglo-Iranian oil dis- 
pute of 1951-1952; a study of the role of 
law in the relations of states. 1934, 348p. 
Univ. of Calif., $4. 


In his discussion of an issue of world impor- 
tance, the author has a twofold purpose. In 
Part I he traces the history and progress of 
the Anglo-Iranian oil dispute through July, 
1952, when the International Court of Justice 
dismissed the case for lack of jurisdiction. In 
Part II, he attempts to show how a tradition- 
ally colonial great power and a new, nation- 
alistic, lesser power have regarded, used, or 
lapsed from using established procedures of 
international law in trying to settle their 
dispute. Written to help the general reader 
understand the issues involved and form 
opinions, the book is a readable, thought-pro- 
voking discussion, rather than a conclusive 
exposition. A bibliography and appendices 
give valuable added sources of information.

The mother of a congenitally blind child de- 
scribes the struggle to launch her son into 
life with normal emotional responses, as well 
as the attitudes, skills, and experiences that 
will best compensate for his handicap. Meas- 
ured by standards set by sighted children, 
David’s progress in such infantile accom- 
plishments as walking and talking, and in the 
widening of his social horizons, was at first 
heartbreakingly slow, but the alert, friendly 
eight-year-old justifies the time, patience, and 
love that have gone into his training so far. 
The mother’s sensitive portrayal of her blind 
child and his world is important reading for 
all adults who deal with blind or otherwise 
handicapped children.

Manpower prob- 
lems, the editors state, are so nearly indis- 
tinguishable from public labor policies, which 
arise in the U.S. out of our economic and 
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historical development; that the two have 
been integrated here in this discussion.

He relates 
current problems of foreign policv both to 
realities outside the U.S., and to the nature 
and goals of American society. He endorses 
an American foreign policv that, flexible in- 
stead of self-righteous, will face up to the 
fact that “liberation” will not meet the Soviet 
threat which is, he says, more than a straight 
military problem. He suggests that America 
will best counter this threat if it changes into 
a nation open to the goods, services, and 
peoples of other countries. The book consists 
of the Stafford Little lectures delivered at 
Princeton University in 1954.

A parole officer reviews his decade of service 
with the progressive probation and parole sys- 
tem of Virginia, to which he was one of the 
earliest appointees. The strengths and weak- 
nesses of this particular system are pointed 
up in the author’s review of about 30 of his 
cases which he counts as successes or failures. 
This officer never forgot that he was dealing 
with people rather than cases, and since 
the Virginia system not only permitted but 
encouraged this attitude, the results fur- 
nished material for a thoughtful analysis of 
the theories underlying the Virginia system, 
the more common punitive practices in rela- 
tion to probation and parole, and criminal law 
in general.

John the Divine, the author has done a great 
deal of counseling on mixed marriages; the 
actual case histories he presents stem from his 
own experience. He first describes the mixed 
marriage at work, during crises or daily liv- 
ing. He then surveys the various ethical 
viewpoints of the churches, dismissing some 
pseudo-solutions and proposing some genuine 
ones. A selective reading list on each of the 
principal religious traditions is included. A 
positive contribution to interfaith relations.

Now, in com- 
mon with other refugees of her generation, 
Maria awaits her opportunity to helo build 


a new China, this time soberly and without the 


unquestioning idealism that did not anticipate 
the Communist betrayal.

The author, who has 
studied relaxation techniques for years, offers 
no panaceas for the disturbed; for them he 
recommends psychiatric care. What he pro- 
poses for minor stresses are such simple tech- 
niques as yawning, stretching, deep breathing, 
and autosuggestion. His aim is to help the 
tense person relax at work, play, in the office, 
or in the family. To this end, he introduces 
the basic principles of mental hygiene as well 
as simple relaxation exercises.

An American psychologist and anthropologist 
relates his exveriences among the Philippine 
Negritos, to whom he administered psycholog- 
ical tests in an attempt to substantiate his 
privately held theory of a mind pattern com- 
mon to all mankind. Approaching these prim- 
itive people as a representative of a superior 
culture, he did not realize the condescension 
in his attitude until a brush with death, to- 
sether with several instances of the Negrito’s 

mazingly effective psychotherapy, gave him 
unscientific but personally satisfying evidence 
of the brotherhood of man. A book that will 
appeal equally to the reader who enjoys hear- 
ing about bizarre adventures in odd corners

Consistently relating theory to 
practice, he selects from the variety of con- 
temporary methods a few that should help the 
novice to find his direction. Discusses pros- 
pects, training, subjects, color, drawing, paint- 
ing from drawings, direct painting, equipment, 
and materials. Also includes a brief discus- 
sion on the proper way to hang pictures at 
home or in an exhibition.

A readable study of the eighteenth-century 
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satirist’s’' use of impersonation as the tool 
through which he heightened the ironical 
effects achieved by addressing the reader from 
the widely differing viewpoints of such varied 
created characters as a foolish servant girl, 
a self-important astrologer, or a reporting 
traveler. The author demonstrates how a 
recognition of this device enables the reader 
to understand Swift’s satire. He also com- 
pares Swift’s use of impersonation with that 
of his contemporaries and of modern writers, 
and claims that Swift stands alone in his mas- 
tery of its effectiveness. Scholarly, but en- 
joyable to the well-read general reader as 
well as the student of literature.

The playwright has abandoned the verbal 
jugglery of his earlier plays to portray a 
group of Austrian aristocrats whose country 
house is invaded by Hungarian rebels during 
the winter of 1848-1849. In direct and moving 
verse, he depicts an Austrian countess who 
tries to introduce the civilized and ethical 
values she has always known into the barbari- 
ties of a revolution, and dies as a result. The 
play trespasses beyond the usual confines of 
comedy without breaking up the wistful, 
somewhat Chekhovian mood that sustains it 
throughout.

It teaches the 
writer how to choose and arrange words so 
that he will affect the reader precisely as he 
wishes; it aims at a short and serviceable 
English based on the short sentence, the pre- 
cise word, and the familiar word. To show the 
reader what to avoid, the author cites some 
horrible examples of official English or gob- 
bledygook. His chapters on punctuation, syn- 
tax, and grammar bring Fowler’s Modern Eng- 
lish usage up to date.
